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Sandwich Fillings 
for Picnics and 
Summer Parties 


UGUST is the biggest picnic 
month and we can’t think of any- 
thing that tastes so good on a picnic 
as appetizing sandwiches, It seems as 
if we could eat a dozen for there’s 
something about that kind of fun that 
makes one very, very hungry. 

We are giving below a number of 
sandwich suggestions. And, here’s a 
little hint that’s very helpful when 
taking two or three different kinds. 
Of course, be sure to wrap them all 
in waxed paper to keep them fresh. 
Then write the names on little slips of 
paper and stick them on the packages. 
Then, you see, if you want tomato 
sandwiches, you just get out the 
package marked “Tomato.” 

(Lettuce may be used with nearly all of 
these fillings) 

1. Hard boil three eggs. Chop real fine. 
Season and add a little grated onion. 
Mix together with salad dressing. 
Add to one package of cream cheese, 
¥ cup of crushed pineapple and 4 cup 
of finely chopped nuts. This is good on 
any bread and particularly so on raisin 
bread. 

3. Baked beans seasoned with chili sauce 
also make delicious sandwiches. 
Bologna sausage ground and mixed 
with ground sweet pickles makes a very 
refreshing sandwich. 

Cut in small pieces, one can of shrimp. 
Dice some celery and mix together 
with salad dressing. 

6. Ground boiled ham mixed with salad 
dressing. Also good with chow-chow 
in place of dressing. 

Peanut Butter sandwiches for the kid- 
dies. Especially good on raisin bread. 
Lettuce and very thin slices of to- 
matoes with salad dressing make nice 
sandwiches for immediate use. A little 
ground or grated green pepper may 
also be added. 

9. Creamed cheese and strawberry jam. 
10. Hard boil about 3 eggs. Chop eggs 

and several stuffed olives and mix to- 
gether with salad dressing.
